We were now feisty in waters ond 
steaming between the rebels on cither band.

in the brush, with an immense sheet tied to 
a sapling as a flag of truce. Our pickets take 
them, assuring them they shall not be harmed, 
and conduct them to thelr cabifls. They say 
that they have been told the Lincoln gunboats 
will shell and burn their houscs and murder 
them. 

In the first part of to-day’s notes I should 
have said that the Grampus was formerly a 
tow-boat, and was selzed at Memphis by the 
rebels for conversion into a gun-boat, She is 
a wretched concern, however, and could not 
withstand for a moment an attack from one 
of our boats, At the time of her seizure she 
was owned by Capt. Chester, of the Alps, 
now in our fleet. Another boat, the Mohawk, 
belonging to him was seized at the same 


Jn the morning our battery opened the bal! 
by sending a shot into the enemy's works. 
This was replied to by a fre from thé guns of 
the fort, supported by five gunboats, one of 
which was o three-masted schooner, said to 
have been a revenue eutter seized at New Or- 
leans—-all of them well armed, The cannonad- 
ing was terrific. Round shot, shell and grape 
fell overand beyond our breastworks io all 
directions. At about eleven A. M. a shot 
struck the muzzle of our best gua, knocking 
out a large fragment, killing two men, wound- 
ing four, and silencing the gun for tho day. 
The rebels siguified their satisfaction by loud 
cheering. They fired 114 shots to our 19 
during two boursof the afternoon, and this 
waé about the proportion for the cutire day. 
The infantry laid quietl; in the trenches. At 
first there was considerable dodging and duck- 
Ing, as but few of the boys were ever before 
under fire, This wore off, and all soon were 
jesting, smoking, “watching balis,"’ and 
sleeping. One ball striking the breastwork, 

hrew a cart-load of sand over a equad of the 
106th boys. They immediately jumped on the 
embankment, and, hat in hand, gave the reb- 
els asalnte and cheer. The hardy veterans 
before Sebastopol, after their months of ex- 
perience, could not have exhibited more cool- 
ness than did these brave Illinoigans. The 
fight lasted till six o’clock in the afternoon, 
when the rebels ceased to fire, and our troops 
prepared for the arduous task of planting

SITUATION OF NEWBERN. 
Newbern, the place which is thus taken, is 
situated, as shown in our map, at tke confla- 
ence of the Neuse and Trent rivers, 50 miles 
above Pamlico Sound, and 120 miles southeast 
of Raleigh. The Neuse river is navigable for 
steamboats from its mouth, which is at the 
lower part of Pamlico Sound, to Waynesbor- 
ough, N. C., a distance of more than one hun- 
dred miles. Goldsborough, near Waynesbor- 
ough, on the river, is a point at which the rail- 
reads from Wilmington on the Cape Fear, and 
from Newbern on the Neuse rivers converge. 
From Newbern the Atlantic and North Caro- 
lina railroad stretches through about fifty-Ave 
or sixty miles of level country to Goldsbor- 
ough, which is upon the Wilmington and 
Weldon railroad—the direct line of commuul- 
cation between Eastern Virginia and the 
southern seaboard cities; and from Goldabor- 
ough it is but forty-eight miles by the North 
Carolina railroad to Raleigh, the capital of that 
State, but which possesses at least equal im- 
portance as the point through which the secona- 
dary and indirect communica'ion of the South- 
érn scaboard States with Eastern Virginia is 
kept up.

Fatal Stabbing Affray. 
Last evening, at about 8 o’clock, « bloody 
fight occurred near the corner of North Clark 


and Kinzie streets, which resulted in the death 
of a man named John Lloyd. 


It appears that Lioyd and some of his asso- 


clates were about to enter the “ Free and Easy 
Saloon,’’ when some dispute arose between 
the deceased and a young man named William 
Gibbons, who is known as a wild and reckless 
fellow, and who had but recently finished up 
a term in the city Bridewell. From angry 
words the disputants soon came to blows, and 
after fighting for several seconds with their 
fists, Gibbons suddenly stabbed Lioyd twice 
im the left breast with a long clasp-kuife. The 
blade must have penetrated the victim's heart, 
as he inetaptly fell to the ground, «peechiess, 
and in five minutes wasa corpse. The body 


was cariied into Warlich’s drug store, and was 


subsequently removed to the North Side Po- 
lice Station. Coroner James was immedi- 
ately sent for, but it being found necessary 
that a post-mortem examination should be 
made, no inquest was held on the body last 
night.
